CHICAGO AND THE RAILROADS. 

Among the many idiotie notiens that have 
been evolved on the subject of railroads since 
the great fire visited us, is one embodied in 
a bill recently introduced in the Ilinols 
Legisiature by one of the Representatives 
of this city, prohibiting the Common Ceun- 
cil of Chicago from admitting any steam 
railway into or through the tity, without 
the written consent of two-thirds of the 
property-holders along the line where 
right of way is asked. The obvious 
intent of sueb an act is—at least its practical 
effect would be—to prohibit any more rail- 
roads from entering Chicago, and to confer 
upon those pow domiciled here a monopoly.

Akin to this proposition is the action of 
those two ox three property-holders on Dear | 
born Park, whe hope, by their épposition, to 
prevent the Michigan Central, Chieago, Bur 
lington & Quincy, and Illinois Central Rail- 
roads from rebuilding their gréat passenger 
depot upon the lake t property, 
and thus accommodating the vastly increas- 
ed passenger of the future, and at the 
same time making room for a stlitable freight 
depot in the locality best pted for such 
purpose. It has been hinted @veral times 
that two of these roads will méye their pas- 
senger business te the West Side, in order to 
und the space which the itjunctionists” 
would deny them on the lakefront; but it 
has been intimated by some tiat this was, 
after all, a mere threat, mad to influence 
the public’ opinion.

of the public, and in other manifold ways, 


‘defying the maxim that the safety 
‘of the public is the ‘Supreme law. 
it is a good time now to 


_ stop all these evils, especially’since we have 
had the wickedness of some of them so pain- 
fully demonstrated to us, and since the new 
State Constitution has progided a whele- 
some remedy for others, That instrament 
particularly provides for simple and easy 
steps toward the establish of the neces- 
sery railroads and highways. The Common 
Council of this city is authorized to cede 
rights of way to railroad corporations, upon 
proper indemnification of the property-ow- 
ners; and the latter are amply guarded 
against injustice in this respect. The pro- 
posed act concerning right of way is counter 
to the spirit, if not to the letter, of all the 
Jaws now in force on this subject. It is also 
contrary te the interests the people of 
Chicago. There is no danget in leaving te 
the City Government, and to the juries which. 
shall be summoned for the purpose, all ques- 
tions of right of way for railroads proposing 
to enter Chicago, and of damages caused 
thereby. The managers of those roads, hav- 
ing to pay such damages, wil) naturally go 
where the damage will be leAst; and the in- 
terests of the various localities can be safely 
left to the Aldermen elected by those locali- 
ties to repregent them in thé Common Coun- 
eil.

the hospitality of the Ku-Klux all summer, 
will probably report two or three more bills.

The other subjects of general character are 
the reduction of taxes, civil service reform, 
and an investigation of the Syndicate. Upon 
these measures Congress must act one way 
or the other. Even if the combination of 
monopolies present any general bill for the 
redaction of taxes, there must be votes taken 
upon that question. In the Senate there are 
bills already passed by the House repealing 
the duties on coal and salt, and it is likely 
that another bill will be passed by the House 
repealing the duties on lumber. Upon these 
bills there must be some action in the Senate. 
it is ne longer a question of the right of the 
Senate to originate. tariff bills, the 
House billie are on the calendar, 
and Senators must vote for or against 
taking them up; and, if they are taken up, 
Senaters must vote for or against the bills. 
Upon that question, therefore, there must be 
a show of hands. If these three bills can be 
passed, the country will have a promise that 
the present bad system of taxing one man. 
for the benefit of another is in the course of 
ultimate extinction. 

The Commissioners appoim ted by the Presi- 
dent to examine the condition of the civil 
service, and to recommend such regulations 
as they may deem needful for its reform, will 
report, and thus report will be laid before 
Congress. It will have to be discussed., and 
the diseussion mast end in some action look- 
img to reform or against it. There must 
be such action as will satisfy the people that 
Congress is in favor of, or opposed to any re- 
form, The votes of individual members in 
reference to this great evil of the day will 
be watched with exceeding interest. 

In July, 1870, Congress, after much impor- 
tunity from the Secretary of the Treasury, 
passed an act authorizing him to issue 5 per 
cent bonds, not to be sold at less than par in 
coin, or exchangeable at par fer outstanding 
6 per cent bonds. This law limited the 
whole expense of the issue, including that 
of printing, to one-half of 1 per cent, and it 
expressly prohibited him doing any 


act by which the public debt should 
be 4 This was not the 
law Mr. Boutwell wauted. 80 
he proceeded, q year later, to negotiate his 
loan, in disregard of this law, violating it in 
almost every respect. He increased the debt 
for the period of three months, by the sum 
of $130,000,000, paying interest thereon at the 
rute of 5 per cent. He largely execeded the 
limitation of one-half of 1 per cent for ex- 
penditures,; he established the dangerous 
precedent of negotiating a public loan in de- 
fiance of statutory restrictions, and ‘offered 
asa premium to the agents in the illegal 
transaction the use of the government money 
or credit for 610,000, , for three months, 
paying them therefor, in addition, a bonus 
at the rate of 5 per cent per annum. 

No such daring violation of law by an ex- 
ecutive officer has oceurred in the history of 
the government. It calls for such action by 
the House of Representatives as will prevent 
its repetition. The facts are notorious, the 
violation of the law is admitted, and the 
Secretary defends his action on the ground 
that he saved money by it—or, in other 
words, that the end justified the means. 

It is already given out that no investiga- 
tion of this affair will be had; that the Re- 
publican party, upon the eve oi a Presiden- 
tial election, cannot afford to investigate the 
conduct of a Cabinet offi We do not 
estimate the sentiment a majority 
of the House of Represegtatives to be 
so low as this would indicate. The 
official acts of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
are not acts which the Republican party are 
under obligation to approve or justify except 
upon their merits. The Republican party is 
responsible to the country for a faithful ad- 
ministration of the government. It was fast 
enough four years ago to resort to the ex- 
treme measure of impeachment upon a tech- 
nicality. It cannot afford to strain at a gnat 
and swallow acamel. It must condemn vio- 
lation of law whenever committed, and the 
condemnation of a Republican officer by the 
Republican party, for a clear violation of law | 
and duty, would be worth more to the party 
and to the country than the imaginary ser- 
viees of a hundred such officers.
